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Uncle Peter Lassen. | 

The following sketch from the San 
Jose Pioneer will be interesting to these 
who inhabited this country in the days 
of ‘‘the trail and the foot log: 

“Peter Lassen was bura 25 3 
hagen, Denmark, August 7, ’ 
learning in youth the blacksmith trade 
in his native town, and in 1830 emi- 
grated to the United States, landing at 

Boston, Mass., where he worked at 
his trade some months, when he went 
west, making Katersville, Charlton 
county, Mo., his residence, where he 
worked at his trade and farming some 
nine years. In the spring of 1839 
he left with others to cross the Rocky 
meuntains for Oregon. Meeting a 
train belonging te the American Fur 
Company, they traveled together, 
reaching the Dalles in October, 1839, 
and from there went down the Colun- 
bia river to Fort Vanceuver, and from 
there up the Willamette to what is new 
Oregon City. 

With their company reduced and 
disorganized, they took age in a 
vessel for California, landing at Bode - 
ga. Not agreeing with the Mexicaus, 
they went to Sutter's Fort, where they 
stopped about fifteen days and then 
went down to Yerba Buena, and from 
there to San Jose, where Peter worked 

that winter at his trade. In the spring 
ef 1841 he purchased some land and 
puiltasaw mill near Santa Cruz bay 
(the pioneer mill of California. After 
cutting some million feet of lum ber he 
sold the mill te Captain Isaac Graham ; 
alse his rancho. In 1845 Gevernor 
Michaeltorena made him a grant of 
land on the site where Fremont found 
him. Here he removed with a band of 
cattle which he had purchased by black 
smithing for Sutter. In 1847 Uncle 
Peter (as the boys liked to call him) 
crossed the plains with Commodore 
Steckton, returning in 1848 with sev- 
eral families. In the spring of 1850 
he sold one-half of his rancho and 
stock te Mr. Palmer and took several 
teams of oxen to Sacramento City to 
purchase provisions, and while there 
conceived the idea ef being the owner 
of a steamboat, but the little steamer 
Washington was too much for the un- 
educated blacksmith; and theugh she 
did not burst her boilers, she burst 
Uncle Peter. After paying his debts 
he, with a few head of cattle, settled 
in Indian Valley, Plumas county, and 
afterwards in Honey Lake. 

On the 20th of April, 1850, while 
in search of silver mines at Black 
Rock Spriags, in Utah Territory, he, 
with his companions. Clapper and 
Wyatt, were attacked by a band of In- 

dians, who shet Clapper and Lassen, 
who died instantly. Wyatt mounted 
Lassen's herse and escaped to Honey 
Lake. 

Thus perished an old and brave 
hearted pioneer. The news of his 
death was read with sorrow by all 
who knew him well, Many of the 
Masonic lodges published tributes of 
respect to his memery. As long as 
Lassens Peak remains 12,690 feet 
above the sea, Uncle Peter's name 
will be spoken.”

A Peep at the Depot Hotel. 

A Gazette reporter took a trip 
through the Depot hetel to-day in 
company with Harry Clawson, Mr. 
Chamberlain's genial major domo. 
Fverything, from the cellar to the top 


of the cupola, is arranged in the most 
complete style.

The hotel has been espe- 
cially constructed se as to afford 
abundance of light, and the ventila- 
tion is superb.

FOREIGN TRADE VS. INTERNAL 
IMPROVEMENT. 


It is a principle in human natu 
that the man who tries to de too much 
dees nothing well, and nations are 
merely .aggregations.of men. The 
Enterprise believes that in addition to 
our vast internal improvements we 
might have made equal advances on 
the seas by government aid without 
more or less sacrificing our interest in 
the · interior, and there is where we 
differ. Whether we have developed 
this country as a nation or as individ- 
uals, matters not. If part of the ener- 
gies which were expended in that way 
had been devoted te sailing over the 
sens, the conntry would have lost it 
in material improvements and made 
it up in what is unstable and unreli- 
able—foreign commerce. A country 
builds up by regular stages. Califor- 
nia went at her mines first because 
‘they were profitable from the start. 
Agriculture was the next industry, and 
it came slowly. Manufactures are 
hardly begun yet and ship-buildiog 
will come with them or, very soon be · 
hind. England bas built her ships at 
the expense of agriculture, mining 
and manufactures. Her artisans have 
been stürved, her miners turned into 
drudges, her farm Jaborers into beasts 
of burden that the British tar might 
rule the waves. The result is the same 
that always follows artificial and pre- 
mature development. Disaster Bas 
overtaken a brave people. Her charity 
hospitals are crowded. ‘ Her cities are 
full of strikers, and her ships lie rot- 
ting in the water. Prices are down 
far below cost, and vessels are loading 
with ballast to go in search ef cargoes. 
If the United States had sought to di- 
vide this business wages here would 
have been necessarily cut down so as 
to compete with Englishmen’s werk, 
and we would have had harder times 
long ago than this country has ever 
seen. France and America adopted 
the opposite policy—they protected 
home industry and developed their 
resources. We place the result in 
evidence and rest our case.

THE ROBERTSON PROCESS. 


Experiments and Their Results. 


A GazeTTE reporter was down to- 
day viewing the workings of the new 
process, with which W. H. Tredway 
is experimenting on rebellious ores. 
The process is the invention of John A. 
Robertson, of Oakland, and is so sim- 
ple and uncomplicated that one won- 
ders it was never thought of before. 
Mr. Tredway has experimented with 
ores from a number of mines, all of 
ther more or less rebellious, and has 


been uniformity successful in his 
treatment. It is claimed by the in- 
ventor that more of the precious met- 
als can be saved by the actual work- 
ing with this procoss than it is i- 
ble to get with a fire assay. Sheuld 
this be so—and the result ef Mr. 
Tred ways experiments seem to bear 
out the assertion—scores of mines in 
this vicinity, now lying idle, will soon 
be pouring fourth streams of bullien. 
The cost of working ores by the Reb- 
ertson process is very small, and all 
kinds ef ore yield to the same treat- 
ment. If the precess provesas great a 
success on a large scale as it undoubt- 
edly has on a small, all the 
ores of this district, no matter how 
rebellious, and even if ef very low 

rade, can be worked to a profit. Mr. 

red ways methed is te break the ore 
up into small pieces, after which he 
roasts it in an ordinary portable assay 
furnace of iron. When it is sufficient- 
ly roasted, it is thrown, het, into a 
chemical bath, made by disselving 
salt, bluestone and syenite of potas- 
sium in water. The ore is then wash- 
ed off with cold water, placed in a 
minature pan mill, and ground to a 
fine pulp, quicksilver being put in to 
amalgamate the precious metals. After 
roasting the ore is soft and brittle, and 
gripds up easily. The pulp is then 
panned in an ordinary gold pan, 
and the amalgam retorted in a simple 
retert made — for prospectors’ 
use. The erection of a furnace and 
treating the ores with the chemical 
bath would be all the changes neces- 
sary in an ordinary stamp mill, for 
working ores by this process. Reduc- 
tion works on the Robertson plan are 
in successful operation in Sacramento, 
with a capacity for about one ton per 
hour. If the tests made here are sat- 
isfactory, similar reduction works will 
be erected here. The Jeurnal made a 
mistake when it stated that Mr. Tred- 
way had bought the — right for 
this county. Mr. Robertgon will not 
sell patent rights for ceunties. Mr. 
Tredway’s understanding with the 
inventer is that he was to experiment 
with the eres of this section, and if 
his experiments prove successful works 
are to be erected under his supervis- 
ion.
